CAMARA^ FLEET.

W ar D ep artm ent F iguring on Prospect* 
of th e Spaniards Leaving 
Santiago. 


W a sh in g t o n, July 2 .—The military 
authorities here are fully considering 
the chances of a retreat of the Spanish 
army from Santiago and are endeavor­ 
ing so to shape events that General 
Shafter's force will not only take San­ 
tiago, but will capture the 12,000 Span­ 
iards before they get away northward 
to effect a juncture with General Pando. 
Full information as to the possible lines 
of retreat has been placed at the dis­ 
posal of the war department. 
One of the most interesting state­ 
ments is that of General Manager Cox 
of the Spanish-American Mining com­ 
pany at Daiquiri, who is thoroughly ac­ 
quainted with all the country surround­ 
ing Santiago. He shows that the two 
possible lines of retreat are: First, by 
the road to El Coble; or, second, by fol­ 
lowing the line of the Sebamllo and 
Marato railroad. 
The first line will be 
easy for about the first ten miles, or as 
far as El (Jobre, but after that the coun­ 
try is mountainous and barren and 
would not afford subsistence, and the 
pass to reach the central plateau of the 
island would be difficult. 
The more likely line of retreat will be 
along the line of the above mentioned 
railroad, orossing the Sierra Maestra at 
El Cristo, a pass OOO feet above the sea 
ten miles north of Santiago, which is 
the lowest pass through the Sierra 
Maestra for many miles. The country 
back of this is a rolling plateau of rich 
agricultural land. It is probable that 
if the Spaniards retreat by this road 
they will make a stand on the plateau 
at El Cristo and hold the pass of El 
Cristo. 
The only other pass through the 
mountains near this point is at EscanUel 
summit, about six miles in a straight 
line east of El Cristo pass. Escandel 
summit is 1,200 feet above the sea and 
is reached from Santiago via Caney. 
The road from Santiago to Caney is 
fairly good, being wide enough for ve 
hides. Between Caney and Escandel 
the road, which is no more than a trail, 
ascends the mountains and is very wind­ 
ing and broken. 
Beyond Escandel across the range the 
country is heavily timbered and broken 
and the roads are not good. • It is an 
ideal country for ambush. 
This is 
probably the only pass through which 
the Spanish position could be turned 
should the Spanish troops occupy the 
Cristo plateau aud pass. 
The railroad has been fortified by a 
line of blockhouses, 
protecting the 
bridges,aud certain zones of cultivation 
inclosed between these forts have been 
planted daring all the time of the W’ar 
and would afford a supply for the army 
for a certain time. In the meanwhile 
sweet potatoes could be planted, which, 
in three months, would ripen. 
The zones of cultivation exist along 
the road as far as San Luis, at which 
point there is considerable country in 
cultivation. On the other branch (the 
Sabanilla branch) the zones of culti­ 
vation extend as far as Sango.

C a iro , July 2.—It is believed! that 
part of Admiral Camara’s squadron in­ 
tends to proceed westward and the rest 
eastward. The local colliers, it appears, 
intended trying to go to the Red sea to 
tranship thair coal to the Spaniards 
there, but this they are not permitted 
to do because it would be a breach of 
neutrality. Admiral Camara can only 
coal from one of his own colliers in the 
Red sea. 
P o r t S a id , July 2.—Admiral Cama­ 
ra’s ships moved outside the harbor in 
order to coal from their own colliers. 
The San Francisco has entered the 
canal. 
L o n d o n , July 2. — A dispatch to 
from Port Said, dated yesterday, says 
that 
the Pelayo, Emperador Carlos 
Quinta, Patriota, Buenos Ayres, Isla 
de Banay Rapido, San Francisco, Isla 
de Luzon aud Sanitgnac de Loyola have 
gone to sea. 
W a s h in g to n , July 2.—So far as the 
navy department 
knows, the Cadiz 
fleet is still at Port Said unable to coal, 
but it is taking no chances on their 
course and is steadily pressing the ar- 
nuigements for the dispatch to the Medi­ 
terranean of the eastern squadron under 
Commodore Watson. An evidence of 
this purpose was made visible yester­ 
day in the packing and forwarding of 
boxes of charts of all the waters likely 
to be traversed by Watson’s squadron 
directly to the ships off Santiago. 
W nile tnere is no fear whatever of 
the Spanish 
fleet ever reaching the 
Philippines, even if it does go through 
the canal, yet the English view of the 
question that th** American govern­ 
ment would prefer to have Admiral 
Camara and his fleet keep on in the di­ 
rection of the Philippines is not correct;. 
This fleet, sailing along the Asiatic 
coast, might be more or less of a menace 
to American commerce, and it might 
even get in the way of some of the 
transports going to and coming from 
the Philippines. But as long as it stays 
in the Mnditerranean there is no danger 
whatever on the part of the fleet to 
American interests and it can easily be 
kept track of. 
Still, it is not a matter of much con­ 
cern to the government. Commodore 
Watson s fleet will go to the Spanish 
coast when it is good and ready, but 
that may be some time yet. It is not 
believed here thdt peace will be secured 
until Spain is attacked on her own 
coast. And before that is done the 
Philippine, the Caroline and Ladrone 
islands, as well as Porto Rico, will fly 
the American flag. It is possible that 
the Canary islands will be included in 
the list. 


R einforcem ents F or Shafter.

H e shows th a t the tw o 
possible lines of retreat are: 
F irst, by 
th e road to E l CoDre; or, second, by fol­ 
low ing th e line of the Sebam llo and 
M arato railroad. 
The first line w ill be 
easy for about the first ten miles, or as 
far as El Cobre, but after th a t the coun­ 
try is m ountainous and barren and 
w ould not afford subsistence, and the 
pass to reach th e central plateau of the 
island w ould be difficult. 
The m ore likely line of retreat w ill be 
along the line of the above m entioned 
railroad, crossing the Sierra M aestra at 
El Cristo, a pass (JOO feet above the sea 
ten m iles n o rth of Santiago, w hich is 
the lowest pass througii the Sierra 
M aestra for m any m iles. 
The country 
back of th is is a rolling plateau of rich 
agricultural land. 
It is probable th at 
if the Spaniards retreat by this road 
they w ill m ake a stand on the plateau 
at El C risto an d hold the pass of El 
Cristo. 
The only other pass through the 
m ountains n ear this point is a t EscanUel 
sum m it, about six m iles in a straight 
line east of El Cristo pass. 
Escandel 
sum m it is 1,200 feet above the sea aud 
is reached from Santiago via Caney. 
The road from Santiago to Caney is 
fairly good, being w ide enough for ve­ 
hicles. 
B etw een C aney aud Escandel 
the road, w hich is no m ore than a trail, 
ascends the m ountains and is very w ind­ 
ing and broken. 
Beyond Escandel across the range the 
country is heavily tim bered and broken 
and th e roads are not good. ■ I t is a a 
ideal country for am bush. 
This is 
probably the only pass through w hich 
the Spanish position could be turned 
should th e Spanish troops occupy the 
Cristo plateau and pass. 
The railroad has been fortified by a 
line of blockhouses,

sw eet potatoes could be planted, w hich, 
in three m onths, w oald ripen.

whereas solvent payments 
through clearinghouses for the quarter 
were over $15,600,OOO,OOO. 
The exports of wheat continue ex­ 
traordinary. The market has been a 
little weaker, which is natural with 
abundant evidence of the enormous 
yield notwithstanding all reports of in­ 
jury, but cash wheat has advanced to 
bo cents. Corn has declined a fraction, 
although'the demand for export is still 
beyond all precedent. 
The demand for wool has been almost 
wholly confined to needs for orders in 
band, and yet there is good reason to 
look for a better demand for gbbds as 
soon as the season opened, while with 
government contracts more than the 
usual proportion of machinery is em­ 
ployed, even at this dull season. Sales 
of wool have been only 3,011,200 pounds 
for the week at the three chief markets,

The Camp Alger correspondent of the 


Pittsburg Dispatch again has something 
to say of a contemplated movement. 
Whether his information is correct re­ 
mains to be seen.

General Garretson

Col C. V. Hard, of the Eighth Ohio, 
and Colonel Foster, of the Sixth Illinois, 
were told that all of the Buckeye boys 
and half of the western command must 
be ready to move within an hour of re­ 
ceiving orders. 
>To word has reached the camp as to 
the whereabouts of the cruiser Yale. It 
was not until late this evening that the 
commissary would issue any more ra­ 
tions to the Eighth Ohio, as he expected 
them to move. 
Finally three days’ ra­ 
tions were distributed. 
The boys ex­ 
pect to be routed out of bed tonight. 
The heat was tropically phenomenal 
in camp today. 
In the coolest place, the 
First division hospital, the government 
thermometers showed 101 
degrees in 
the shade. 
In the wall tents among the 
regiments it ranged from 104 to 106, and 
in the open the mercury went to 120 de­ 
grees. General Graham gave orders to 
suspend all labor not absolutely neces­ 
sary, and that the men be kept out of 
the sun as much as possible. 
There is a good deal of bowel com­ 
plaint among all the commands, and 
the doctors are alarmed at the spread 
of typhoid fever. 
Three 
men from 
the New York cavalry and two from 
the One Hundred and Fifty-ninth Indi­ 
ana are affected now. 
All have been 
rushed to Fort Myer hospital. 
Measles 
is also prevalent. 
In Garretson’s brigade discharges are 
being issued to all the men physically 
unfit for campaigning. 
Private Hol­ 
loway, of Company E, will go on ac­ 
count of physical disability. From Com­ 
pany H, Sergeant Campbell and Private 
Brown will be released. From the Sixth 
Illinois six men have been released. 
Three officers have resigned from the 
Sixth Massachusetts on the eve of de­ 
parture, and the regiment is very angry 
about two of the officers, openly im­ 
puting a backdown. In the Eighth Ohio 
several cases occurred today in which 
men applied for discharges and the doc­ 
tors said there was nothing the matter 
with them. These men are now busy 
explaining to their comrades. 
Each company in the regiments of 
Garretson^ brigade have been equipped 
with 16 picks and 16 shovels, and the 
three regiments are on a war basis. 
A big bathhouse under a regular cir­ 
cus tent has been erected close to the 
Eightb Ohio camp. 
Lieutenant Colonel 
bick is not with the regiment yet, but 
is ready to join as soon as the order 
comes to go.

o f Stereotypers. 


C h ic a g o , July 2.—The following bul­ 
letin was posted at every Chicago news­ 
paper office last evening at about IO 
o’clock: 
“At 8 o'clock this (Friday) evening 
the Stereotypers’ union notified the 
publishers of Chicago that unless their 
demands for an increase of wages from 
$3.^5 to $4 per day, a reduction of the 
working day from eight to seven hours, 
with payment at the rate of 75 cents 
per hour for all overtime, and other 
concessions were at once acceded to, 
they would refuse to return to work. 
In consequence of this action th e 
, 
in common with all other 
Chicago 
papers, will not appear Saturday.” 
This action of the newspapers was in 
pursuance of an understanding recently 
entered into, including among other 
provisions the following agreement: 
“In the event of a strike in any of the 
departments of one or more of the Chi­ 
cago daily newspaper offices the me­ 
chanical resources of all our offices 
shall be pooled to the extent and with 
the purpose that no newspaper shall be 
pnblisned unless and until all the news­ 
papers can be promptly published on the 
same day.” 
The stereotypers have been averag­ 
ing from $19.50 to $22 per week on six- 
day evening papers, and from $24 to 
$27 on seven-day morning papers. It is 
anticipated that the influx of stereo­ 
typers from all parts of the country 
will be so immediate and so great that 
the interruption of publication will 
continue for but a few days.

W a s h in g t o n , July 2 .— The m ilitary 
authorities here are fully considering 
the chalices of a retreat of the Spanish 
arm y from Santiago and are endeavor­ 
ing so to shape events th at General 
S hafter’* force will not only take San­ 
tiago, but will capture the 12,000 Span­ 
iards before they get away northw ard 
to effect a juncture w ith General Pando. 
Full inform ation as to the possible lines 
of retreat has been placed at the dis­ 
posal of the w ar departm ent. 
One of the most interesting state­ 
m ents is that of General Manager Cox 
of the Spanish-American Mining com­ 
pany at Daiquiri, who is thoroughly ac­ 
quainted w ith all the country surround­ 
ing Santiago. 
He shows that the two 
possible lines of retreat are: First, by 
the road to El Cobre; or, second, by fol­ 
lowing the line of the Sebamllo and 
M arato railroad. 
The first line will be 
easy for about the first ten miles, or as 
far as El Cobre, but after that the coun­ 
try is m ountainous and barren and 
would not afford subsistence, and the 
pass to reach the central plateau of the 
island would be difficult. 
The more likely line of retreat will be 
along the line of the above mentioned 
railroad, crossing the Sierra Maestro at 
El Cristo, a pass GOU feet above the sea 
ten miles north of Santiago, which is 
the lowest pass through the Sierra 
Maestro for m any mile*. 
The country 
back of this is a rolling plateau of rich 
agricultural land. 
It is probable that 
if the Spaniards retreat by this road 
tliev will make a stand on the plateau 
at El Cristo aud hold the pass of El 
Cristo. 
The only other pass through the 
m ountains near tins point is ut Escaudel 
summit, about six miles in a straight 
line east of Ll Cristo pass. 
Escaudel 
summ it is 1,200 feet above the sea aud 
is reached from Santiago via Caney, j 
The road from Santiago to Caney is 
fairly good, being wide euougH for ve­ 
hicle*. 
Between Caney and Escaudel 
the road, which is no more than a trail, j 
ascends the m ountains and is very wind­ 
ing aud broken. 
Beyond Escaudel across the rouge the 
country is heavily timbered aud broken 
ami the roads are not good. 
It is au 
ideal country for ambush. 
This is 
probably the only pass through whicn 
the Spanish position could be turned 
should the Spanish troops occupy the 
Cristo plateau and pass. 
The railroad has been fortified by a 
line of blockhouses, 
protecting the 
bridges,aud certain zones of cultivation 
inclosed between these forts have been 
planted during all the time of the war 
aud would afford a supply for the army 
for a certain time. 
In the meanwhile 
sweet potatoes could be planted, which, 
in three m ouths, would ripen. 
The zones of cultivation exist along 
the road as far as San Luis, at w hich i 
point there is considerable country in ! 
cultivation. 
On the other brouch (the 
Sabanilla branch) the zones of culti­ 
vation extend as far as Sango.

Philippines, even if it does go through 
the canal, yet the English view of the 
question th at th** American govern­ 
m ent would prefer to have Admiral 
Camara aud his tleet keep on in the di­ 
rection of the Philippines i« not correct. 
This fleet, sailing along the Asiatic 
coast, m ight be more or le»s of a menace 
to American commerce, and it m ight 
even get in the way of some of the 
transports going to aud coming from 
the Philippines. 
But as long as it stays 
in the M editerranean there is no danger 
whale* t r on the part of the fleet to 
American interests and it can easily be 
kept track of. 
Still, it is not a m atter of m uch con­ 
cern to the governm ent. Commodore 
W atson s m et will go to the Spanish 
coast when it is good aud really, but 
that may be some tim e yet. 
It is not 
believed here that peace will be secured 
until Spain is attacked on her own 
coast. 
And before that is done the 
Philippine, the Caroline aud Ladiouu 
islands, as well as Porto Rico, will tty 
the American flag. 
It is possible that 
the Canary islands will be included in 
the hat.

through clearinghouses for the quarter

The exports ot wheat continue ex­ 
traordinary. 
The m arket has been a 
little weaker, which is natural w ith 
abundant evidence of the enormous 
yield notw ithstanding all reports of in ­ 
jury, but cash w heat has advanced to 
85 cents. Carn has declined a fraction, 
although'the dem and for export is still 
beyond all precedent. 
The demand for wool has been almost 
wholly confined to needs for orders in 
hand, and yet there is good reason to 
look for a better demand for gbbda as 
soon as the season opened, while with 
governm ent contracts more than the 
usual proportion of m achinery is em­ 
ployed, even at this dull season. 
Sales 
of wool have been only 3,011,200 pounds 
for the week at the three chief m arkets, 
and for the m onth 10,103,300 pounds, 
against 41,197,000 a year ago and 29,- 
695.000 pounds in 1892. 
The iron industry shows some de­ 
cline m prices in Bessemer pig at P itts­ 
burg to f 10.25, and in grey forge to #9 
w ith only #11 here aud #11.25 at P hila­ 
delphia for No. I anthracite, while 
shipm ents during the week have been 
made from Birm ingham to Ham burg, 
Rotterdam , G reat B ritain, 
Australia 
and Japan, though in the aggregate not 
large. 
But contracts for 12,000 iw.is of 
steel rails have been placed at Chicago, 
and pending contract there for structu­ 
ral work are estim ated at 25,000 tons. 
In general it may be said th at the 
m arkets west of Philadelphia are re­ 
m arkably strong, w ith scarcely any in ­ 
dication of decline in the demand for 
finished products. 
Failures for the week have been 254 
in the United States, against 241 last 
year, aud 15 in Canada, against 30 last 
year.
